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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's reply, filed 2 August 2006, has been received and entered. 
Accordingly, claim 1 has been amended. No claims have been cancelled or added. 
Thus, claims 1-37 remain pending in this application. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Jenifer Haeckl (Reg. No. 41,812) on 7 September 2006. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1 (Currently Amended) A high performance reflector system for use on 
scintillator elements contained in a scintillator array of a computed tomograph imaging 
system, the scintillator elements having a reflective material coupled along its surface 
defined within the gaps between scintillator elements, the reflective material comprising: 
A smoothening layer applied to a top surface and to each of four adjacent 
side surfaces of each of said a plurality of said scintillator elements; 

A metallic reflective layer applied to said smoothening layer; and 
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A top layer applied to said metallic reflective layer, said top layer providing 
an environmental barrier to said metallic reflective layer, and wherein the 
scintillator array is two-dimensional (2D). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-37 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 
recites a reflective material for a high performance reflector system for use on 
scintillator elements in a two-dimensional array of a CT imaging system, the reflective 
material comprising, among other elements, a smoothening layer applied to a top 
surface and to each of four adjacent side surfaces of each of said scintillator elements. 
While Englert et al. disclose a similar layer arrangement, Englert et al. fail to teach the 
limitation of the smoothening layer applied to the surfaces of the scintillator elements of 
a two-dimensional array. Instead, Englert et al. teach a layer arrangement formed on 
the adhesion layer of a one-dimensional array. Further, there is no teaching or 
reasonable suggestion in Englert et al. or the prior art of record for removing the 
adhesion layer to provide the claimed reflective material on the surfaces of the 
scintillator elements. As such, claim 1 and associated dependent claims 2-19 are 
allowed.
